THE CENTURY'S PREMIERS. 


From Addington to Salisbury. 


There have_beon twonty-Prime Ministers 
of England since the contury began. Lord 
Sidmouth was tho first holding office for 
four ycata, | Ho wasa sincera, oven bigated 
Tory; and his Aduministration was dia- 
tinguished for no groat event, save only the 
Peace of Amiens. Towns succeeded by 
William Pitt, one of-the greatest statesmen 
that England’lins over produced. He had 
the confilened of tho nation tos dogres 
which rendored the public regard for him 
almost idolatry. n foreign moro than 
domeatic politics was his ability the moro 
inarked. ; th 

Lord Grenville is-best known as the head 
vf the ‘ Ministry of all the Talents, which 
ho formed ii 1806. Its chief feat was the 
abolition of tho slave trade. 

Tho third Duko ‘of Portland was Whig 
Premier in 1793. and from 1807 to 1809, but 
his beat work. was dono as Home Secrotary 
under Pitt, Ho was succeeded by Sponcer 
Pereevnl, chictly famous for the manner of 
his death. ‘Tho unfortunate stateaman why 
asyausinated in the Lobby af tho House of 
Commons, He bad been Chancellor of the 
Exchequer befor becoming tho head: of 
iiuira. He held chiof office from 1809 to 
1812. ” 

‘Tho Earl of Liverpool in 1642 formed # 
Tory . Ministry, which lastéd- for fifteon 
years, He. united the Tory party nb a 
critical period in its history, and though 
his policy generally was eoarcive and reac 
tiotmry, he was a sound and_ enlightened 
Finuneial Administrator. George Cun- 
ning .was Prime Minister from Febiuary 
to August 1827, when his health gave way 
under the cares of office, Ho was ono of 
the strongdxt Foreign Ministors England 
ever hid, hulding that. post beth in the 
Portlaud and-Liverpeal Adminigtrations. 

Yiosnunt Gederich, afterwards ereated
